“Breaking ne child’'s will'’” policy
is only an acknowledgment of not
understanding how to direct his
will.  Study the child and see what
his habits and attitudes are that
aid or prohibit good eating. Count
how many times a day “no” and
“don’t" are sald. These words many
times a day build up a resistance
in a child to all acts.

See that the family have hands
off the mezafive child. Too many

bosses ar- a great handicap to the
training of ‘a young child. He
usually resists them all to find an
open road for himself. A child is
best managed into eating when he
is least conscious of a wise direc-
tion in:all his activities.
